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NEAR  RECORD  WORLD  COCOA  BEAN  CROP 


EXPECTED  —  WORLD  TRADE  TO  INCREASE 


Summary 


The  1965-66  world  cocoa  bean  crop  is  forecast  at  1,420,000  metric  tons  and  will 
be  the  second  largest  of  record.    Production  this  season  is  expected  to  be  about 
6  percent  below  the  record  1964-65  harvest  of  1, 514,200  tons,  because  of  less 
favorable  weather  conditions  in  many  of  the  major  West  African  producing  coun- 
tries.   Latin  American  production,  and  crops  in  the  regions  of  Asia  and  Oceania 
are  expected  to  be  larger.    Production  this  year  is  forecast  at  14  percent  above 
the  196o/6l-1964/65  average  and  60  percent  above  the  1955/56-1959/60  level. 

The  1964-65  world  cocoa  crop  was  22  percent  above  the  previous  record  1963-64 
harvest.    This  phenomenal  rise  in  production  is  attributed  to  exceptionally 
favorable  growing  conditions  in  West  Africa,  coupled  with  new  plantings  coming 
into  bearing,  and  also  to  the  results  of  intensive  campaigns  against  disease 
and  pests  in  recent  years. 

World  exports  of  cocoa  beans  in  1964  totaled  1,030,000  tons,  slightly  under  the 
record  high  levels  of  the  preceding  2  years.    Record  exports  from  the  Ivory 
Coast  and  Nigeria  boosted  African  shipments  to  844,000  tons,  up  nearly  2  percent 
over  1963 y  however,  sharply  curtailed  shipments  from  Mexico  and  Ecuador  dropped 
Latin  American  exports  by  nearly  11  percent  to  162,000  tons.    Asia  and  Oceania 
exports,  at  23,500  tons,  were  only  slightly  above  the  preceding  year's. 

During  the  course  of  the  1964-65  season,  cocoa  bean  prices  dropped  to  their 
lowest  level  in  19  years.    New  York  Spot  prices  for  "Accra",  July  1965,  aver- 
aged about  12  cents  per  pound,  nearly  one-half  of  the  selling  price  for  the 
corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.    By  early  November,  prices  have  strengthened 
to  about  17  cents  per  pound. 


World  cocoa  bean  grind  this  year  is  expected  to  be  over  10  percent  above  the 

• previous  record  1964  level  of  1,193,000  tons.    World  grindings  for  1966  are 
anticipated  to  be  even  larger,  if  prices  remain  at  current  levels.

Africa;    African  production  is  forecast  at  1,064,900  tons,  down  10  percent  from 
the  record  1964-65  outturn.    African  production  alone  last  year  exceed- 
ed total  world  output  for  every  season  earlier  than  1963*64.    Recent  investigations 
have  revealed  considerably  more  new  plantings  had  been  made  in  the  past  than 
previously  identified,  particularly  in  Ghana,  in  Nigeria,  and  in  the  Ivory  Coast. 

Weather  conditions  for  the  current  African  main-crops  have  been  good,  but  not 
as  ideal  as  those  experienced  last  season.    Low  world  prices  have  forced  Ghana  ~ 
the  world's  largest  producer  —  to  curtail  disease  and  pest-control  measures. 
The  full  impact  of  this  action  will  not  be  apparent  until  the  crop  of  I966-67, 
and  those  that  follow. 


Production  in  Cameroon  is  expected  to  exceed  the  large  1964-65  outturn  of  90>000 
tons.    More  care  in  controlling  pod-rot  has  been  instrumental  in  the  continuation 
of  the  rising  trend  in  production.    The  government  has  set  producer  prices  for 
the  Eastern  Region  at  U.S.  10.1  cents  per  pound,  compared  with  15*6  cents  re- 
ceived for  the  196^-65  main-crop.    The  growers'  price  for  the  I965  mid-crop 
amounted  to  only  9»2  cents  per  pound.    Farmers  of  the  Western  Region  will  be 
paid  10.1  cents  per  pound  for  the  1965-66  main-crop  and  9,2  cents  for  the  I966 
mid-crop. 


East  Cameroon's  exports  of  cocoa  products  during  1964  amounted  to  9>84o  tons  of 
cocoa  butter  and  cake  worth  $6.1  million.    Shipments  of  cocoa  butter  and  cake 
during  the  first  5  months  of  1965  totaled  7,490  tons  valued  at  $3.8  million, 
compared  with  4,770  tons  worth  $3.2  million  during  the  similar  1964  period. 

Cocoa  bean  exports  during  the  January-May  1965  period  amounted  to  53>1^0  tons 
valued  at  $21.6  million,  nearly  equaling  total  1964  shipments  of  53,880  tons 
worth  $25.5  million.    Almost  all  of  Cameroon's  cocoa  is  bought  by  EEC  countries. 

Production  in  Ghana  is  forecast  at  500,000  tons,  down  14  percent  from  the  1964-65 
record  harvest  of  580,000  tons.    Weather  conditions  have  been  less  favorable 
this  season  and  virtually  no  spraying  has  been  done  for  capsid  control  this  year. 
The  swollen- shoot  control  campaign  (which  had  ceased  as  of  July  1,  I962  and  re- 
sumed in  August  1964)  is  still  in  operation,  and  approximately  3*5  million  in- 
fected trees  have  been  removed  during  the  1964-65  season.    The  Eastern  Region  — 
accounting  for  about  18  percent  of  Ghana's  crop  --  has  been  particularly  hard-hit 
by  this  disease,  and  production  for  this  area  is  expected  to  be  down  sharply  in 
1965-66.    Reportedly,  current  new  plantings  being  made  in  Ghana  are  now  only 
about  keeping  pace  with  the  number  of  trees  removed  for  disease  control  and  old 
age. 


Prices  paid  to  growers  for  the  1965-66  main-crop  have  been  set  at  U.S.  9«3  cents 
per  pound,  compared  with  11.7  cents  received  for  the  1965  mid-crop  and  12.6  cents 
paid  for  the  1964-65  main-crop.    Farmers  are  no  longer  subject  to  "voluntary" 
contributions  levied  for  the  Development  Plan  and  the  Agricultural  Credit  Bank. 
In  addition,  the  government  announced  that  subsidies  for  spray  material  will  be 
discontinued  after  present  stocks  have  been  depleted  and  that  cocoa  farmers  will 
no  longer  be  subject  to  personal  income  taxes. 
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^Poocoa  bean  exports  during  1964  were  387,610  tons,  valued  at  $190.7  million.  Ex- 
ports during  January- July  1965  totaled  338,465  tons,  compared  with  280,549  tons 
for  the  corresponding  1964  period.    Significantly  larger  shipments  to  the  Sino- 
Soviet  Bloc  and  to  Yugoslavia  were  primarily  responsible  for  the  sharp  increase. 
The  USSR  took  42,215  tons  and  was  Ghana's  third  largest  market  for  the  7-month 
period  of  1965*    Cocoa  butter  and  cocoa  cake  exports  during  1964  were  at  the 
record  levels  of  12,377  tons  and  l6,l60  tons,  respectively,  and  earned  $13.1 
million  in  foreign  exchange.    Exports  of  cocoa  beans  and  products  account  for 
over  two- thirds  of  Ghana's  foreign  exchange  earnings. 

Deliveries  of  cocoa  beans  to  Ghana's  three  processing  factories  during  the  first 
10  months  of  the  1964-65  October-September  season  amounted  to  32,000  tons;  31,000 
tons  to  the  two  Takoradi  plants,  and  1,000  tons  to  the  new  Tema  facility. 

The  Ivory  Coast  crop  is  estimated  to  be  8  percent  below  the  record  harvest  of 
140, 500  tons  last  season.    Extensive  new  plantings  may  become  limited,  as  offi- 
cials are  now  increasing  emphasis  toward  the  production  of  palm  oil,  rubber  and 
cotton.    Producer  prices  have  been  set  at  U.S.  10.1  cents  per  pound,  a  reduction 
of  2.8  cents  from  last  season. 

Exports  during  1964  amounted  to  a  record  124,261  tons,  up  nearly  25  percent  over 
I963.    Shipments  to  the  EEC  totaled  93,429  tons  —  an  increase  of  29  percent  — 
and  accounted  for  three-fourths  of  the  total.    Exports  to  the  United  States  fell 
10  percent  to  19,926  tons.    The  USSR  bought  4,726  tons  in  1964  and  5,l45  tons 
during  the  first  3  months  of  1965. 

Hie  record  1964  exports  earned  $58*9  million  in  foreign  exchange  —  $13*2  million 
more  than  the  previous  year  —  and  accounted  for  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  value 
of  all  exports.    Reportedly,  most  of  the  1964-65  harvest  was  sold  before  the 
sharp  drop  in  world  cocoa  prices  earlier  this  year.    Exports  during  January- March 
have  amounted  to  50,672  tons,  up  4,208  tons  over  the  similar  period  in  1964. 

Nigerian  production  is  forecast  at  265,000  tons,  33>000  tons  under  the  record 
1964-65  crop.    Rainfall  has  been  above  average  during  July  through  September, 
resulting  in  a  somewhat  higher  incidence  of  pod-rot.    Disease  and  pest  control 
measures,  thus  far,  have  not  been  reduced  as  they  have  been  in  Ghana.  Growers' 
prices  for  the  1965-66  season  have  been  reduced  to  U.S.  8.1  cents  per  pound, 
compared  with  15.0  cents  paid  during  the  1964-65  season. 

The  Government  of  the  Western  Region  recently  concluded  an  agreement  with  a  West 
German  firm  to  build  a  30,000-ton  capacity  cocoa-processing  plant  at  Ikeja.  The 
new  facility  will  cost  $5«3  million  and  will  provide  employment  for  approximately 
500  persons.    Limited  operations  are  expected  to  begin  by  mid-1966.    The  govern- 
ment previously  contracted  for  the  construction  of  a  similar  30,000-ton  plant, 
also  at  Ikeja,  and  for  a  20,000-ton  plant  at  Koko.    In  addition,  negotiations 
are  currently  being  undertaken  for  two  or  three  smaller  cocoa -processing 
factories.

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Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1964  amounted  to  a  record  199>966  tons  valued  at  ^ 
$112.3  million,  and  accounted  for  nearly  one-fifth  of  Nigeria's  foreign  exchange 
earnings.    Shipments  to  the  EEC  were  up  36  percent;  however,  exports  to  the 
United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom  —  at  28,431  tons  and  46,638  tons,  re- 
spectively —  were  down  from  I963  levels.    Exports  during  January- June  1965 
totaled  148,401  tons,  an  increase  of  17  percent  over  the  6-month  1964  period. 
Shipments  to  the  United  States  were  up  sharply,  to  51,756  tons,  while  exports 
to  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  EEC  were  down.    Exports  to  the  USSR  during  the 
6-month  1965  period  totaled  11,131,  exceeding  the  annual  1964  shipments  by  35 
percent.    The  1964  exports  of  8,230  tons  were  the  first  purchase  by  the  Soviets 
following  Nigeria's  independence  in  i960;  that  year  the  Soviets  bought  over 
9,500  tons. 

Togo's  crop  is  forecast  at  14,000  tons,  down  18  percent  from  the  1964-65  outturn. 
Prices  to  growers  for  the  I965-66  season  have  been  set  at  U.S.  7»35  cents  per 
pound,  compared  with  6.4  cents  paid  for  the  1965  mid-crop  and  12.86  cents  re- 
ceived for  the  1964-65  main-crop.    Exports  during  1964  amounted  to  a  record 
13,488  tons  and  were  valued  at  $6.6  million.    Shipments  during  the  first  half 
of  1965  reached  13,360  tons  valued  at  $5«8  million.    All  exports  were  to  the 
EEC,  with  the  exception  of  600  tons,  which  were  destined  for  the  USSR. 

South  America:    A  larger  Brazilian  crop  is  expected  to  boost  South  American  pro- 
duction to  226,800  tons,  up  11  percent  over  the  previous  year's 
level.    Most  other  producers  of  this  region  are  also  anticipating  good  crops. 

The  Brazilian  crop  is  forecast  at  138,000  tons,  up  22,400  tons  over  the  1964-65 
level.    Prospects  for  the  October-April  Bahia  main-crop  continue  to  remain 
favorable,  indicating  a  possible  harvest  of  1.3  million  bags  (78,000  tons). 
The  May-September  1966  Bahia  Temporao  crop  is  estimated  at  900,000  bags,  (54,000 
tons).    Production  from  other  States  usually  amount  to  about  100,000  bags  (6,000 
tons ) . 

The  combined  value  of  exports  of  cocoa  beans  and  products  during  1964  totaled 
$46.5  million,  down  nearly  $5  million  from  the  previous  year.    Exports  of  cocoa 
beans  and  cocoa  cake  were  larger  --  amounting  to  74,710  tons  and  6,052  tons, 
respectively;  however,  cocoa  butter  shipments  fell  26  percent  to  10,331  tons. 

Production  in  Ecuador  is  expected  to  be  slightly  under  the  bumper  1964-65  harvest 
of  46,000  tons.    Weather  conditions  last  season  were  exceptionally  good,  and 
together  with  the  new  disease-resistant  varieties  coming  into  bearing,  produced 
the  largest  crop  in  over  40  years. 

Exports  during  the  first  6  months  of  1965  totaled  24,637  tons,  nearly  equaling 
annual  1964  shipments  of  26,848  tons.    The  United  States  was  the  largest  buyer 
during  the  1965  period  with  9,272  tons,  followed  by  Colombia  with  5,247  tons, 
and  West  Germany  with  3,988  tons.

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Using  only  the  premium  "Arriba"  beans,  Ecuador's  nev  cocoa-processing  factory  ^ 
in  Guayaquil  began  limited  operations  in  September  producing  cocoa  butter,  cake, 
powder,  and  chocolate  liquor  for  both  the  foreign  and  domestic  markets.  Exports 
will  be  directed  primarily  at  Argentina,  Chile,  Peru,  and  Bolivia. 

Venezuelan  production  is  estimated  at  21,000  tons,  up  somewhat  from  the  previous 
season,  but  still  below  the  large  1963-64  crop.    Continued  dry  weather  has 
limited  the  prospects  of  a  further  rise  in  production  this  year.    New  plantings 
are  only  keeping  pace  with  trees  going  out  of  production  through  attrition. 
Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1964  amounted  to  12,124  tons,  about  at  the  same 
level  as  in  the  previous  year.    The  United  States  took  6,672  tons  and  most  of 
the  remainder  went  to  EEC  countries. 

North  America:    The  North  American  crop  is  expected  to  approximate  the  1964-65 

harvest  of  90>200  tons.    Production  levels  in  this  region  have 
remained  relatively  unchanged  in  recent  years  because  of  the  lack  of  significant 
new  plantings  and  because  of  the  absence  of  disease  and  pest-control  measures. 

The  Costa  Rican  crop  is  forecast  at  11,000  tons,  down  slightly  from  the  1964-65 
outturn.    Continued  low  prices  have  discouraged  growers  from  making  new  plantings 
and  have  tended  to  reduce  cultural  practices  on  established  groves.    Cocoa  bean 
exports  in  1964  were  9,224  tons,  only  slightly  under  the  1963  level  of  9,471 
tons.    The  United  States  remained  the  largest  recipient,  taking  over  two-thirds 
of  the  shipments  in  both  years. 

Production  in  the  Dominican  Republic  is  expected  to  approximate  the  1964-65  crop 
of  40,000  tons. 

The  Mexican  harvest  is  forecast  at  22,000  tons,  slightly  above  the  previous 
season,  but  well  below  the  record  1962-63  crop  of  26,000  tons.    In  efforts  to 
improve  quality  and  to  increase  fermentation  practices,  the  National  Union  of 
Cacao  Producers  is  providing  central  fermentation  facilities  in  several  points 
throughout  the  cocoa-growing  areas.    The  exportation  of  fermented  beans  is 
expected  to  yield  higher  returns  to  the  farmers;  currently  nearly  all  of  Mexico's 
exports  are  unfermented. 

Asia  and  Oceania:    Production  in  Asia  and  Oceania  is  expected  to  reach  36,9CO 

tons,  an  increase  of  13  percent  over  the  preceding  year. 
Larger  crops  are  anticipated  by  most  producers  of  this  region. 

The  harvest  in  New  Guinea  and  Papua  is  forecast  at  25,000  tons,  up  4,000  tonB 
over  1964-65.    The  continuation  of  new  trees  coming  into  bearing  has  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  rather  sharp  upward  trend  in  production.    Exports  of  cocoa 
beans  during  1964  reached  an  alltime  high  of  16,601  tons  valued  at  $7.7  million. 
Australia  remained  the  largest  recipient,  taking  3>982  tons.    Other  major  markets 
were  the  EEC,  the  United  States,  and  the  United  Kingdom.

World  Trade  and  Developments  \ 

Abundant  supplies  and  low  prices  have  stimulated  United  States  imports  of  cocoa 
beans  this  year.    Imports  during  the  first  9  months  of  1965  have  totaled  273 > 924 
tons,  35  percent  ahead  of  the  similar  1964  period  and  in  excess  of  last  year's 
annua]  total  of  270, 760  tons.    Imports  from  Nigeria  have  shown  the  most  signif- 
icant gains  —  74,847  tons  —  more  than  double  the  1964  annual  amount  from  that 
country.    Imports  from  Brazil,  Ecuador,  Mexico,  and  New  Guinea  are  also  up 
sharply;  however,  shipments  from  Ghana  —  the  largest  U.S.  supplier  —  at  97>796 
tons,  remained  unchanged  from  the  ^-montb.  1964  period. 

U.S.  grindings  of  cocoa  beans  during  the  third  quarter  of  1965  amounted  to  67«4 
thousand  tons,  bringing  the  cumulative  9~month  total  to  204.1  thousand  tons,  up 
5  percent  over  the  corresponding  period  in  1964.    Total  grind  last  year  amounted 
to  267.4  thousand  tons,  compared  with  264.7  thousand  tons  in  1963* 

Imports  of  cocoa  beans  into  the  EEC  during  1964  reached  the  record  level  of 
364,158  tons,  up  3  percent  over  the  previous  year.    West  Germany,  the  Netherlands, 
and  Belgium- Luxembourg  all  imported  larger  amounts  in  1964;  France  and  Italy's 
imports  were  down  slightly.    The  Associated  Overseas  Territories  of  the 
Community  —  mainly  the  Ivory  Coast  and  Cameroon  —  supplied  4l  percent  of  the 
total  in  both  years,  I963  and  1964. 

Imports  of  cocoa  beans  by  the  United  Kingdom  during  January-August  1965  totaled 
65,712  tons,  down  from  74,267  tons  imported  during  the  8-month  1964  period. 
Total  1964  imports  amounted  to  78,409  tons,  compared  with  115,848  tons  in  1963. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Working  Party  on  Prices  and  Quotas  of  the  United  Nations 
Cocoa  Conference  was  held  during  the  week  of  October  18  in  Geneva  to  consider 
proposals  put  forward  by  major  cocoa -producing  countries  for  short-term  measures 
to  alleviate  problems  facing  producers.    Ihe  items  discussed  were  as  follows: 

(a)  The  establishment  of  a  temporary  minimum  price  for  raw  cocoa 
during  the  1965-66  marketing  season; 

(b)  The  creation  of  an  emergency  fund  through  contributions  from 
national  governments  and  international  financial  agencies  to 
provide  short-term  loans  to  producer  countries  during  periods 
when  the  latter  must  withhold  their  supplies  from  world  markets; 

(c)  The  possibility  of  increasing  consumption  in  the  socialist  coun- 
tries of  Eastern  Europe; 

(d)  The  immediate  removal  of  all  customs  duties  and  the  reduction 
of  internal  fiscal  charges  hampering  the  importation  and  con- 
sumption of  cocoa  products  by  developed  countries. 
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^^The  Conference  concluded  that  no  short-term  measures  were  necessary  at  this 

time,  but  that  it  was  recognized  that  prices  were  still  unsatisfactory.  Another 
meeting  of  the  Working  Party  is  to  be  held  during  January  1966,  in  which  the 
Secretary  General  of  UNCTAD  and  the  Secretariat  of  FAO  will  submit  the  following 
studies  to  be  brought  under  discussion: 

(a)  Basic  principles  that  might  be  included  in  an  International  Cocoa 
Agreement; 

(b)  Disposal  of  surplus  production  within  the  framework  of  food  aid 
and  for  commercial  non-conventional  uses; 

(c)  Long-term  trends  in  production  and  consumption  of  cocoa; 

(d)  The  review  of  taxes  and  duties  levied  on  cocoa  beans  and  pro- 
ducts . 


The  Working  Party  at  the  October  Conference  was  of  the  opinion  that  an  inter- 
national cocoa  agreement  should  be  concluded  and  put  into  operation  before  the 
beginning  of  the  1966-67  cocoa  year,  and  that  the  19^3  Draft  Proposal  as  well 
as  new  concepts  presented  at  the  October  meeting,  should  serve  as  working 
papers  for  an  agreement.
